An unusual type of sugar cane was 
grown this sum m er by W alter No­ 
land four miles north of town. This 
cane has all of the 
appearance

broom corn and would be pronounced 
such by the ordinary 
farm er. 
Mr. 
Noland planted a quarter of acre of 
land to this crop this sum m er and 
from it cut sufficient cane to make 
thirty-seven and a half gallons 
of 
sorghum. 
From 
the 
broom 
cane 
heads he had eight fine brooms made 
by the broom man at Cape Girardeau. 
The straw in these brooms is of a 
much better grade than th at of the 
ordinary broom. 
It cannot be broken 
and is as pliable as a hemp rope, tho’ 
sufficiently stiff to sweep well. 
The 
man, who made them 
up 
for 
Mr. 
Noland, told him that 
it was 
the 
best type of straw that he had ever 
worked writh. 
He also has several hundred pound« 
of seed and is receiving requests for 
it over several states 
from

is as easy to grow as either broom 
corn or the regular variety of sugar 
cane and is really a “two

hour had to do so on deck, regardless 
of the weather. He would allow no 
women on his ship, and the man who 
brought a woman aboard disguised aa 
a man did so under penalty of death. 
He always protected women prisoners. 
He allowed no games of cards or 
dice to be played for money, since he 
disapproved of gambling. He was a 
strict observer of the Sabbath and el- 
lowed hig musicians to have a reet on 
the seventh day—this in face of pirate 
custom that every pirate brother who 
felt the Irresistible nrge to sing or 
dance had the right to demand a tune 
at any hour, day or night. 
He had a particular hatred for na­ 
tives of Barbados and Martinlca, be­ 
cause he had been roughly handled in 
encounters with 
ships from

places. 
So when he designed hie Sag, 
he displayed upon It a huge figure of 
himself standing sword in hand upon 
two skulls. 
Under these were the let­ 
ters A. B. H. and A. M. H.—"A Bar­

His motto waa “a short life and a 
merry one,” and he often said that 
he wished to die fighting. His wish

ALASKAN REINDEER INDUSTRY 
DEVELOPED FROM SMALL HERD 


Th reeindeer industry in 
Alaska 
though still in its infancy, promises 
with proper guidance, to become 
an 
important factor in the future 
de 
velopment of the Territory, says th( 
Biological 
Survey 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture ii 
a recent bulletin on reindeer grazing 
in Alaska. It is comparatively a re­ 
cent undertaking, and as a commer­ 
cial enterprise dates back only a few 
years. 
From the original stock 
of 
1280 animals imported from Siberia 
over a period of 10 years up to 1902. 
the reindeer in Alaska have now in­ 
creased to about 
350,000 
animals, 
distributed in 110 herds. 
In addition to the numbers in pres­ 
ent herds, it is estimated that about 
125.000 have been killed for food and 
clothing. 
During 
the 
period from 
1918 to 1926 more than 1,85,000 lbs. 
of reindeer meat was shipped from 
Alaska, the total for 1923 being near­ 
ly 200,000 pounds, 
for 
1924 
about 
375.000 pounds, and for 1925 approx­ 
imately 680,000 pounds. 
With con 
tinued development, there 
promises 
to be a steady increase in the output, 
says 
the 
department. 
Steers 
for 
butchering sold in 1925 for $10 to $12 
a head. 
Breeding stock is valued at 
$18 to $30 a head, and the average 
cost of production for each animal is 
about $1 a year. 
At Nome and 
St. 
Michael reindeer meat retails at 
15 
to 20 cents a pound. 
The natural cold-storage facilities 
of Alaska have been used advantage­ 
ously in handling reindeer meat. 
In 
areas adjoining the Arctic coast solid 
ice is reached within 3 or 4 feet 
of 
the surface and extends downward to 
great depths. 
During the winter of 
1925 one chamber large enough 
to 
hold 100 carcasses was excavated in 
the underground ice. 
In the spring 
the carcasses thus stored were 
re­ 
moved in excellent condition for ship­ 
ping.

light pistons and heavy fly-wheel help 
materially in obtaining this result.

H eil smell a little 
hit of carbolic acid for a few days, but 
not much.

“If ever ho scratches any spot raw 
pour a handful of the mixture from 
the barrel over the sore place

times out of ten It will cure the spot 
at once. 
"That’s a hoon to all dogs, especial­ 
ly long-haired dogs. In summer.

Belgium, France and Italy have re­ 
turned to war bread, Italy with the 
more severity because this is the Na­ 
poleonic year of Fascism as well as 
the seven hundredth 
year 
of 
St. 
Francis, who gave prestige to pov- 
try. 
None of them is unable to procure 
a sufficiency of wheat, 
but 
wheat 
costs money, and the money must be 
sent abroad; when governments are 
in financial 
straits 
they 
naturally 
want to keep at home all the money 
they can, and the king of the Belgi­ 
ans sets an example to his people by 
eating coarse bread himself. 
Although popularly 
called 
“war 
bread”, it is quite different from the 
awful 
synthetic 
bread 
to which a 
great part of Europe 
was 
reduced 
during the war. 
In Italy a moderate 
percentage of bran is required, 
but 
bran is harmless, and the health of 
the people may be all the better for 
it.

Europe is divided into two zones

BALANCED RATION 
NEEDED FOR HENS 


Students of hen science believe that 
an ordinary bird should be able to 
produce a thousand eggs If we knew 
how to give her s fair chance. 
She is a wonderful machine, with I 
the embryo of more than a thousand 
eggs in her make-up, but so many 
things combine to prevent her from 
doing her best that she generally falls 
away short of such production dur­ 
ing her few years of life. 
If you like to count eggs before 
they are laid, you may figure the mat­ 
ter out to suit yourself—so many 
pounds of grain, meat, lime, fat, fiber 
and water to each dozen eggs—and 
there you are. 
All would be well, and you could 
begin at once to count your eggs. If 
It were not for the fact that “some­ 
thing always happens” to prevent the 
regular machlne-like production 
de- i 
sired. 
Certainly we must be careful to sup- ; 
ply the needful ration so that fat 
protein, nitrogen, fiber, ash or m in-; 
eral and water will be fed. 
This is 
necessary, because no eggs can be 
produced if one of these elements Is 
lacking. 
The fowls must be kept In condi­ 
tion or they will not “shell out.” This 
is one of the most difficult parts in 
our whole plan of egg production. 
The grains are high In nitrogen and 
protein. 
Meat scrap, bone and meat 
meal are high In fat 
and 
protein. 
When the flock Is out on the range, 
young and old pick up what they In­ 
stinctively seek as needful.

mixed so that just about the right 
proportion of each needed element 
Is In the ration.

Index of Value of Hen 
Hens that are in the midst of molt­ 
ing do not, as a rule, lay. The time of 
the year win n molting takes place Is, 
therefore, a reliable Index of the value 
of the hen to the flock for the reason 
that a hen molting In wrong season, 
when she should be laying, can de­ 
prive the flock of more profit than ; 
would be the case had she molted 
early enough to be laying at the peak ! before harvesting.

ly starts with the neck, then the body 
and finally the tall and the wings. It 
takes, usually, three months for the 
molting process to be fully completed. 
While it would seem that the early 
molters would be the best winter lay­ 
ers, actual experiments have proved 
that such Is not the case. 
These texts held by various experi­ 
ment stations have brought out the 
fact that egg production controls tha 
molt rather than the molt controlling 
the egg production. 
So long as laying 
Is continued the molting will be post­ 
poned. 
And It Is quite universally 
conceded that the late molter is tha 
best layer. 
Id fact. It seems to be a 
standard rule on commercial farms 
now and In the experiment stations to 
discard the hens w hich have completed 
the molt in late September and are In 
full feather and to hold those molting 
In October and November. 


Soy Bean Meal for Hens 
Is Most Excellent Feed 
A number of feeding tests at vari­ 
ous experiment stations have ahown 
the value of soy-bean oil meal as a 
poultry feed. 
From these tests It w e b 
concluded that soy bean oil meal could 
replace rolled oats In chick feeding. 
Poultrymen In the Pacific coast states 
have used soy bean oil meal for sev­ 
eral years and consider It a most ex­ 
cellent feed for growth and egg pro­ 
duction. 
Another 
series 
of 
experiments 
ahowed that soy-bean oil meal when 
fed with a suitable mineral mixture 
Is a better supplement to corn meal 
than scraps and Is nearly as good as 
oondensed buttermilk when fed to 
chickens for short-time Intensive feed­ 
ing periods. 


In harvesting the pears, says Mr, 
Owens, step-ladders will be necessary 
to pick the pears. The pickers can use 
either a crop bottom sack or a well- 
padded half bushel basket for picking 
purposes. 
Gather all the fruit with 
the stems attached, carefully avoiding 
breaking or bruising the skin. Do not 
by any chance shake the fruit from 
the trees and attempt to ship It, be­ 
cause bruised pears will surely spoil 
In transit. 
For number ones, selected, well- 
formed, clean, sound pears free from 
Insect Injuries and blemishes of any 
sort. 
The pears In this grade should 
be of average uniform size. The num­ 
ber twos are the same as the first 
grade with the exception of being 
smaller In size. 
The package most commonly used in 
South Carolina for shipping pears is 
the bushel basket. 
Pack the pears 
carefully so that all spaces will be 
filled up, and a slight bulge will show 
after the top has been put on the pack­ 
age. 
This guarantees an honest pack 
at the other end.

Feeding moldy coramsal Is rather a 
sure 
way 
of 
making 
hens 
sick. 
Spoiled feed will ruin either young 
chicks or ducklings in a short time. 
Always sort carefully any corn con 
talnlng moldy or decayed ears and 
discard all that are not fit for food 
Dogs 
can 
disgorge 
material 
that 
proves harmful to them but when a 
hen or chick eats spoiled grain or de­ 
cayed meat It must pass through the 
entire digestive system and often It 
kills the bird. 


Feed Value of Chess 
There are no feeding tables giving 
the food analysis of chess. 
But It Is 
safe to say that it has a fair feeding 
value. 
Many times It has been fed 
with satisfactory results.

Study of Common Types 
of Storage for Apples 
A study of common types of storage 
for apples was recently made by a 
group of 88 farmers, their families, 
county agents, and specialists from 
the New Jersey State College of Agri­ 
culture. 
Two points of chief Interest were 
storage houses at Marble Laboratory, 
Inc., Canton, Pa., and at Pennsylvania 
State college. 
At these places the 
visitors had an opportunity to Inspect 
above-ground storage houses and bank 
or cellar type storage. 
It was made 
clear thaf the principal factors in­ 
volved In storage are ventilation, hu­ 
midity, and temperature. 
Apples coutinue respiration 
after 
harvesting and therefore must have 
air. 
This Is best supplied by large 
doors at both ends of the storage. 
The visitors were shown that by open­ 
ing the end doors an entire change of 
air may be made In a short time. 
In 
the fall this is done at night when the 
air Is cool. 
A good temperature for 
keeping apples Is maintained In this 
way. In winter the warm day temper­ 
atures are used for ventilation. 
The bank or cellar storages hold In 
uniform temperature without danger 
of freezing the fruit, as they have the 
moderating effect of the ground. 
It 
was observed that above-ground stor­ 
age must be well tnsuiated to hold 
heat in the winter and to exclude it 
In the warmer months. 
Humidity is 
generally maintained naturally in cel­ 
lar storage, due to damp earth floors. 
With other types of floors, in cellar 
or above-ground storage, humidity Is 
provided by sprinkling the floor with 
water at frequent Intervals.

ALASKAN REINDEER INDUSTRY 
DEVELOPED FROM SMALL HERD 


Th reeindeer industry in 
Alaska 
though still in its infancy, promises 
with proper guidance, to become 
an 
important factor in the future 
de 
velopment of the Territory, says th< 
Biological 
Survey 
of 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture ii 
a recent bulletin on reindeer grazing 
in Alaska. 
It is comparatively a re 
cent undertaking, and as a commer 
cial enterprise dates back only a few 
years. 
From the original stock 
1280 animals imported from Siberia 
over a period of 10 years up to 1002 
the reindeer in Alaska have now in 
creased to about 
350,000 
animals 
distributed in 110 herds. 
In addition to the numbers in pres 
ent herds, it is estimated that about 
125.000 have been killed for food and 
clothing. 
During 
the 
period from 
1918 to 1026 more than 1,85,000 lbs 
of reindeer meat was shipped fron 
Alaska, the total for 1023 being near 
ly 200,000 pounds, 
for 
1024 
about 
375.000 pounds, and for 1025 approx 
imately 680,000 pounds. 
W ith con 
tinued development, there 
promises 
to be a steady increase in the output 
says 
the 
department. 
Steers 
for 
butchering sold in 1025 for $10 to $12 
a head. 
Breeding stock is valued at 
$18 to $30 a head, and the average 
cost of production for each animal 
about $1 a year. 
At Nome and 
St 
Michael reindeer meat retails at 
to 20 cents a pound. 
The natural cold-storage facilities 
of Alaska have been used advantage 
ously in handling reindeer meat, 
areas adjoining the Arctic coast solid 
ice is reached within 3 or 4 feet 
the surface and extends downward to 
great depths. 
During the winter of 
1925 one chamber large enough 
hold 100 carcasses was excavated 
the underground ice.

The Buick engineering department 
has developed n 
chassis 
which 
is 
built around Buick features of

additional

Counter-weights are used to 
keep 
th«1 crankshaft from deflecting. They 
Iso balance.the shaft so that there 
is no high hearing pressure or whip­ 
ping out of line which are the main 
causes of engine rumble, noise 
and 
roughness. 
Any crankshaft, 
no 
m atter 
how 
scientifically W’urked out, has periods 
of torsional vibration. 
The 
torsoin 
balancer absorbs the tendency of the 
rankshaft to twist under the power 
impulses, and delivers these impluses 
back to the shaft after the piston for­ 
ce's are spent. 
In 
this 
manner 
it 
irons out vibration periods and gives 
he engine a smooth flow of 
power 
throughout the 
speed 
range. 
The 
light pistons and heavy flywheel help 
materially in obtaining this result. 
A complete change of engine oil is 
recommended only four times a year 
in the new Buicks. 
This is possible 
through elimination of crankcase di 
lution, keeping the oil full-bodied for 
a long period of time. 
This is accomplished by a vaccum 
ventilator without moving parts, an 
air cleaner and oil filter which keep 
all abrasives and dirt out of the oil. 
and w’ith the help 
of 
thermostatic 
water control. 
The water and raw gasoline which 
are by-products in a gasoline engine 
get into the crankcase in the form of 
vapor. 
The vaccum ventilator sucks 
them out before they 
can 
condense* 
and mix with the oil. 
The thermo­ 
stat which controls the water flow 
blocks the water when the engine is 
cold, so that a temperature of 
120 
degrees is reached before circulation 
is started. 
This prevents excessive 
use of the choke and greatly reduces 
the amount of raw gasoline 
which

to the oil supply.

The rear decks of 
roadster

did was to muke a determined

Harlem Heights,

ffort of their arm y and navy,

neither their a rm y 
nor 
their navy 
carried off any laurels that we know 
about. 
Their soldiers, on

trary , carried off many wounded and 
probably some dead companions and 
th eir sailors m anaged, with the aid of 
the tide of H udson’s River,

Belgium, France and Italy have re­ 
turned to war bread, Italy with the 
more severity because this is the Na­ 
poleonic year of Fascism as well as 
the seven hundredth 
year 
of 
St. 
Francis, who gave prestige to pov- 
try. 
None of them is unable to procure 
a sufficiency of wheat, 
but 
wheat 
costs money, and the money must be 
sent abroad; when governments are 
in financial 
straits 
they 
naturally 
want to keep at home all the money 
they can, and the king of the Belgi­ 
ans sets an example to his people by 
eating coarse bread himself. 
Although popularly 
called 
“war 
bread’’, it is quite different from the 
awful 
syntfcitlw 
bread 
to which a 
great part of Europe 
was 
reduced 
during ti e war. 
In Italy a moderate 
percentage of bran is required, 
but 
bran is harmless, and the health of 
the peop’c may be all the better for 
it. 
It is unlikely that any hardship is 
involved. 
The 
population 
depends 
mainly on bakers for their bread, and 


the bakers are skillful enough not to 
be hampered by the government reg­ 
ulations .although they will sigh over 
the embargo of fine 
rolls 
for 
the 
breakfast table 
and on all “luxury 
bread”, 
Europe is divided into two zones 
with respect to bread; rye predomi­ 
nates in the 
north, except for the 
wheat belt of Russia, and wheat 
in 
the south. 
It is mainly a m atter of 
climate, and presumably every coun­ 
try would grow wheat if it could, but 
if rye is less artistocratic it holds its 
own sturdily and does not admit in­ 
feriority. 
Rye bread used to be associated in 
American cities, with large slices of 
Swiss cheese, a smear of diluted mus­ 
tard and a “stein” of beer, and pa­ 
trons of the places where these things 
were to be had would have regarded 
the 
substitution 
of 
anemic white 
bread as a disaster. 
Under the new 
order rye bread in one form or an­ 
other tends to make its way into the 
regular Volsteadian bill of fare, per­ 
haps as a response to the new dietic 
theories. 
In many restaurants the demand 
for bread that is not white is said to 
have 
greatly 
increased. 
Health 
breads are imported in considerable 
quantities 
from 
Europe, 
including 
?anned pumpernickel from Westpha­ 
lia, where they make a very 
black 
sticky kind that vaguely suggests 
a 
negroid “Boston brown bread”, 
and 
the hard flat Swedish cakes 
which 
the irreverent call dog biscuit, 
and 
w'hich are 
now 
being 
extensively 
manufactured in the 
United 
States 
under the name rye crisps. 
And 
of 
bran breads the variety is 
great. 
Thus rich American is doing for its 
stomach’s sake much what Belgium 
and Italy have decreed in the inter­ 
est of the national 
treasury.—Van­ 
couver Province.

A study of common types of storage 
for apples was recently made by a 
group of 88 farmer*, their families, 
county agents, and specialists from 
the New Jersey State College of Agri­ 
culture. 
Two points of chief Interest were 
storage houses at Marble Laboratory, 
Inc., Canton, Pa., and at Pennsylvania 
State college. 
At these places the 
visitors had an opportunity to inspect 
above-ground storage houses and bank 
or cellar type storage. 
It was made 
clear that the principal factors In­ 
volved In storage are ventilation, hu 
mldlty, and temperature. 
Apples continue respiration 
after 
harvesting and therefore must have 
air. 
This Is best supplied by large 
door* at both ends of the storage 
The visitors were shown that by open 
lng the end doors an entire change of 
air may be made In a short time. 
In 
the fall this la done at night when the 
air Is cool. 
A good tem perature for 
keeping apples is maintained In this 
way. Ln winter the warm day temper­ 
atures are used for ventilation. 
The hank or cellar storages hold In 
uniform tem perature without danger 
of freezing the fruit, as they have the 
moderating effect of the ground. 
It 
was observed that above-ground stor­ 
age must be well Insulated to hold 
heat In the winter and to exclude It 
ln the warmer months. 
Humidity ta 
generally maintained naturally ln cel­ 
lar storage, due to damp earth floor*. | 
With other type* of floor*, in cellar 
or above-ground storage, humidity ta 
provided by sprinkling the ttoor with 
water at frequent intervals.
